The wheels are just begin¬ 
ning to turn for a transit sys¬ 
tems in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. 

At Monday’s committee- 
of-the-whole meeting, coun¬ 
cillors agreed an offer from 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Transit to run a service for a 
three-year period is the best 
option. 

Town staff will negotiate 
the final details of the agree¬ 
ment and for final council 
approval at next week’s 
meeting. 

The service is expected to 
begin running by April. 

The town's public works 
director, Ewald Kuczera, 
says it’s too early to spell out 
details such as where the 
stops will be, but the service 
will connect the Old Town, 
with Virgil and travel to 
Glendale along Niagara 
Stone Road.

sold, purchaser confirms

Virgil Public School has 
been sold. 

Lloyd Redekop and his 
father-in-law Ziggy Wiens 
closed the deal with the 
school board in December. 

Redekop said that he and 
Wiens, who sold the Line 2 
property to the school 
board for Crossroads, had 
as a condition of the sale 
the option to purchase the 
Virgil property once it had 
been offered to govern¬ 
ment agencies, according 
to the process dictated by 
the province. 

There are no develop¬ 
ment plans yet, he said, 
nor have there been zoning 
discussions with the town 
since the sale, so if there 
are any community groups 
or sports leagues in the 
area who wish to use it, it's 
available. 


Paolo Miele, a father of 
Crossroads students and 
local business owner, said 
he informed board lawyer 
Brenda Stokes Verworn last 
fall that he was interested 
in making an offer on the 
property, and was told by 
her assistant that he would 
be notified when it was put 
up for sale to the public, 
but that never happened, 
although he believes it 
should have. 

But Verworn says once 
the 90-day offering to spec¬ 
ified agencies has past 
without any expressed 
interest, there is nothing to 
dictate how the property is

Nothing about the Wiens 
deal is illegal, she said—it 
was a case of Wiens agree¬ 
ing to help the community 
by providing a site for the 
school, with the opportu¬ 
nity to pay fair market 
value for the Virgil proper¬ 
ty in return. 


David Mole of Niagara 
Classic Transport has a lot 
on the go at the moment, 
not the least of which is 
working out the details of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake's first 
public transit system. 

The decision has been 
made that the public sys¬ 
tem will be operated by 
NOTL Transit, the compa¬ 
ny Mole and his partner 
Casey McNab formed to 
run the community shut¬ 
tle. 

Mole says he is as com¬ 
mitted as he has always 
been to providing a shuttle 


service for seniors and stu¬ 
dents, and will continue to 
offer the service until the 
end of the month, although 
the money from the town 
that was subsidizing the 
tickets ran out at the end of 
December. 

"That service will not 
drop off the face of the 
planet," he promised. 

By April NOTL Transit 
plans to be running a pub¬ 
lic service along Queen 
Street and down Niagara 
Stone Road to Virgil—a 
service that is intended to 
enhance the community 
shuttle, not to replace it, 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke told 
councillors Monday. 

Mole says he under¬ 
stands many of those who 
use the community shuttle 
regularly live "off the grid" 
and will not benefit from 
that route, which does not 
extend to Queenston or St. 
Davids. 

Once the details of the 
public service are finalized, 
he will look at what he can 
do to provide something 
that compliments the town 


""The two are distinctly 
different operations. One is 
a municipally-guided ini¬ 
tiative, the other is a pri¬ 
vate taxi service," said 
Mole. 

While the community 
shuttle will continue to 
have a role to play, he isn't 
sure at the moment what 
that will look like. 

Mole says he's "pumped" 
that NOTL Transit was cho¬ 
sen to provide the public 
service, and confident that 
the residents of NOTL will 
be happy with the service 
that will be provided. 

But it's not going to be 
"all things to all people," at 
least not in the early stages, 
he said. 

"It is going to be a really 
good start. It was always 
intended to be the first step 
in a long road forward. The 
next step will take it to the 
next level." 

But Monday's council 
decision, he said, "was the 
start of something new, 
exciting and very differ¬ 
ent."

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Town working toward finalizing transit details, says public works director

Kuczera adds he is con¬ 
fident the Town is working 
to build a viable transit 
system, which will have 
the potential to connect to 
regional buses in the 

In December, the Town 
issued a request for bids 
from companies to run a 
transit service in NOTL 
and only two proposals 
were submitted. 

One proposal came 
from NOTL Transit and 
the other came from 5-0 
Transportation, which has 
been operating the down¬ 
town Heritage Shutde ser- 

The proposals were 
reviewed and Town staff 
recommended NOTL 
Transit as the winning bid 
to run a fixed route con¬ 
necting the Old Town, 
Virgil and Glendale along 
Niagara Stone Road, as 
well as the Heritage Shuttle 
between the Fort George 
parking lot and down- 

Councillors agreed with 
the recommendation, but 
a few councillors, includ¬ 


ing Maria Bau-Coote, still 
have concerns about the 
proposal. 

Bau-Coote says her con¬ 
cerns about the service 
include cost, ridership, 
whether or not the con¬ 
tract is flexible and the 
route itself. 

The transit service is set 
to begin in April and the 
Town expects the cost to 
be $333,844 the first year, 
$337,291 the second year 
and $340,738 the third 
year. 

The councillor says she 
is unsure how these num¬ 
bers came about when a 
route has yet to be final¬ 
ized and there is no clear 
answer how much the 
NOTL's transit system will 
qualify for from the gas tax 

Bau-Coote adds this 
type of transit service is a 
massive undertaking for 
the Town and she is con¬ 
cerned whether the rider- 
ship will be there and 
whether the service can 
be flexible if there aren't 
enough users. 

“It’s fine to take a gam¬ 
ble, but we need to know 
what’s at stake first.” 

Bau-Coote says a survey 


assessing the needs of 
transit was completed last 
year and it indicated most 
residents who would use 
transit would want a con¬ 
nection between the Old 
Town and Virgil. 

But the councillor says 
she feels Queenston and 
St. Davids are an impor¬ 
tant part of the communi¬ 
ty that should be consid¬ 
ered on the route. 

Another concern for 
Bau-Coote is that the com¬ 
peting proposals were not 
presented to council. 

Although she was told 
the proposal made by 5-0 
Transportation cannot be 
made public, Bau-Coote 
asked if the information 
could he given to her. 

"Until I know all of the 
facts, I can’t support the 
recommendation that was 
given to councillors.” 

Bau-Coote says even 
though the transit service 
is still in its infancy, she 
wants to make sure she 
has all of the information 
she needs to make an 
informed decision for res¬ 
idents. 

“It’s the beginning of a 
huge undertaking and I 
am just trying to ask all the

right questions. If we don’t 
ask questions now, it will 
be too late later on.” 

Mike Galloway, chief 
administrative officer, told 
Bau-Coote during 
Monday's meeting that 
she, along with other con¬ 
cerned councillors, could 
review both proposals in 
the Town's offices. 


Lord Mayor David Eke 
responded to councillors' 
concerns, saying the eval¬ 
uation of the proposals 
had to meet strict criteria 
set out by the evaluation 
team and that he has faith 
in the new service. 

"It's not my intent as 
mayor, or as a member of 
council to diminish the 
ability for people to move 
around in the community, 
but to enhance it." 

Kuczera says the details 
of the service still need to 
be finalized. 

Although some council¬ 
lors worry about the 
details of die transit ser¬ 
vice, Kuczera says the 
Town is moving in the 
right direction. 

“There are items we still 
need to discuss during 
contract negotiations but 
rest assured, all of the 
details will be conveyed 
and the information will 
be made available.” 

Kuczera that the costs 
for the three-year period 


the hours the service is 
expected to run during the 

Separate figures for the 
cost of running the heri¬ 


tage shuttle were included 
in the total. 

"The numbers were 
given and rates were pre¬ 
scribed based on what 
NOTL Transit gave us and 
the cost of the Heritage 
Shuttle. They may change 
based on whether or not 
hours are extended or the 
route changes." 

The new transit system 
is something positive for 
the community, says 
Kuczera. 

As the Town moves for¬ 
ward with negotiations 
and officially accepts 
NOTL Transit's proposal 
during next Monday's 
council meeting, more 
questions will be 
answered, he said. 

NOTL Transit is the 
company that was formed 
as a partnership of the 
Mole family's Niagara 
Classic Transport, which 
runs an extensive limou¬ 
sine service, and Casey 
McNab's Niagara Patient 
Transfer service. 

The partnership was 
formed to operate the 
town's community shut¬ 
tle, a subsidized taxi ser¬ 
vice for students and 
seniors.

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$10,000 challenge raises $60,000 in six weeks for Red Roof Retreat

It's difficult to resist a 
challenge, and the gener¬ 
ous one put forward to help 
Red Roof Retreat was no 
exception. 

Arthur Dalfen, a busi¬ 
nessman from Toronto 
with ties to Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, has quietly sup¬ 


ported many local initia¬ 
tives. Last November he 
offered up to $10,000 to the 
facility for special needs 
children to match new 
donations from the com¬ 
munity, with the year-end 
as the deadline. 

The response was over¬ 
whelming—in the six 
weeks leading up to the 
new year, Dalfen’s chal¬ 
lenge raised $60,000 for 
Red Roof. 

The money will help off¬ 
set the operating costs of 
the unique services the 
facility provides to special 
needs children, which 
include 24-hour weekend 
respite care and day pro¬ 
grams for children and 
young adults. 

Dalfen chose the match¬ 
ing donation to encourage 


others to help, and his 
strategy worked better than 
even he could have antici- 

Tm totally blown away, 
in a daze by the success of 
this challenge," he said. 
"This is huge, beyond any 
expectations I could have 
had." 

The $60,000, he said, 
will help make Red Roof 
"an even bigger and better 
organization. This is not a 
new beginning, this is a 
continuation of a trend in 
motion.” 

Steffanie Bjorgan, exec¬ 
utive director of Red Roof, 
says that the same six-week 
period in 2010 brought in 
$9,000, compared with the 
$57,871 donated during 
Dalfen’s challenge. 

When he heard the total, 


Dalfen added another 
$2,129 to raise the dona¬ 
tion to $60,000. 

Many of the donors dur¬ 
ing that six-week time peri¬ 
od were new to Red Roof, 
said Bjorgan, and were 
attracted to the idea of the 
challenge. 

“We said we wanted to 
mm $10,000 into $20,000. 
Instead we turned it into 
$60,000. This epitomizes 
what a generous commu¬ 
nity this is.” 

As an “eternal optimist,” 
Bjorgan says she had no 
doubt that Dalfen’s chal¬ 
lenge would be met, "but I 
never expected this. Even 
though nothing surprises 
me, I have to say I was sur¬ 
prised by the way this went 
through the roof. It was a 
great way to raise money 


and to create awareness in 
the spirit of the holiday 
season.” 

It was also good to end 
the year on such a positive 
note, she said. 

"It was fun to come in 
every day and check the 
emails to see what else had 
come in." 

One donation she was 
very grateful to hear about 
was $10,000 from Genaire, 
a local company that 
repairs and manufactures 
military and commercial 
cargo pallets. 

Lorraine Warner, presi¬ 
dent of Genaire, says the 
company and staff hold 
fundraisers throughout the 
year, with an auction at 
Christmas. The company 
matches whatever is con¬ 
tributed. Suppliers often 


join in, and traditionally, 
there are three recipients 
to share what is raised: 
Gillian’s Place, the Niagara 
Peninsula Children’s 
Centre and Red Roof. 

But this year, knowing 
about Dalfen’s challenge, 
some employees and sup¬ 
pliers asked specifically 
that their donations go to 
Red Roof. 

"The fundraiser this 
year was very successful, 
despite difficult economic 
times, because of that chal¬ 
lenge," says Warner. 

Real Estate broker Kevan 
O'Connor has long been a 
supporter of Red Roof, and 
also kicked in with a dona¬ 
tion—$2,500—when he 
heard about the challenge.

Transit decision a great next step 


First of all, before we get too excited 
about the decision made Monday to 
accept a recommendation that will lead 
to buses rolling along the streets of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake—or at least some 
streets—we must remember that the 
decision has to be ratified by council. 

While we expect—and hope—that 
will happen, we understand that some 
councillors have reservations about 
spending more than $300,000 a year on 
a system without knowing what the 
ridership will be, exactly what routes 
the buses will travel or where they'll 

It's safe to assume there will be 
more information for councillors to 
digest at Monday's meeting, and more 
questions to ask. And they may not like 
all the answers. 

However, to get this far along the 
road to providing public transportation 
is a huge step for a town the size of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. And it's so very 
important to the seniors who want to 
continue to live here with some level of 
independence, and for the students old 
enough to hold down a part-time job 
but not old enough to drive. 

To those without a car or without the 
ability to drive themselves, NOTL is a 
town of communities out of reach to 
each other and to the larger munici¬ 
palities where some services must be 
accessed. 


So while we all know that this phase 
of public transit will not be all things to 
all people, that there will be some more 
frustrated than anything by the exis¬ 
tence of a service they can't access, we 
also know it's a step in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

It's not exactly the first step. The 
town acknowledged the need for tran¬ 
sit and played a role in providing it 
when it helped subsidize the commu¬ 
nity shutde, privately run with some 
public money. That was so successful, 
according to those who used it regu¬ 
larly, that there is a fear this new ser¬ 
vice will not compare, and the door-to- 
door subsidized pick-ups will disap- 

We have to trust the good people at 
NOTL Transit, who brought us the 
community shutde, to work out a sys¬ 
tem that can incorporate both.

We hope we're right, that those who 
live in Queenston, St. Davids and rural 
roads off the grid of the proposed ser¬ 
vice will not be left stranded. 

If we're wrong, we know we will hear 
from them. But for now, all we can do is 
be patient and wait for the details to be 
revealed.

Overflowing tires, noise bother neighbours 


Resident shares 
worries about 
Enns Battery 
expansion 
during public 
meeting. 



Wall Road resident A1 King is 
concerned about the recent 
expansion of Enns Battery and 
Tire on Four Mile Creek Road. 

Rudy Enns, owner of Enns 
Battery and Tire, is seeking an 
amendment to a zoning bylaw 
and a site plan control agree¬ 
ment to allow him to keep a 


adds an additional 24 parking 
spaces and a number of 
enclosed steel storage contain¬ 
ers for tires on the north part of 
his property between Wall and 
Hunter Roads. 

On the Four Mile Creek Road 
property are three wood sheds, 


a tin shed, a garage, and 

The business is situated near 
the front of the property, behind 
the home, and at the back of 
the site is an orchard farmed by 

King told councillors during 
a public meeting on Monday 
he doesn’t understand how the 
business could have already 
expanded without obtaining 
any approval or permits from 
the Town. 

The resident said he was 
concerned about the expansion 
because the business takes tires 
from other places and stores 
them on the property until they 
are recycled. Having added 
more space to the business, 
King said he worries about the 
increase of stored tires and 
their affect on the environ- 

The constant noise from 
employees and trucks bringing 
in or removing the tires from 
the site can be a nuisance, King 
told councillors. 

Even though trees have been

planted along the property line 
across from neighbouring 
homes, with a five-foot fence to 
separate the business and the 
existing orchard, King said that 
it's not enough of a buffer. 

The extra landscaping does 
little to hide the excess of loose 
tires in the yard, he said. 

"I don’t have an objection to 
Enns Tire and Battery, but I do 
have an objection to allowing 
them to bring mountains of 
tires. I don’t want other peo¬ 
ples’ trash in my backyard.” 

Representing the Enns, John 
Perry told councillors the busi¬ 
ness began its operation as a 
battery repair shop in 1960. 

It expanded in 1971 by add¬ 
ing tire sales and repairs to its 
list of services and has since 
maintained a small operation 
with nine employees. 

"The business is a non-con¬ 
forming legal use of the prop¬ 
erty," Perry said. He added that 
the business is compatible with 
surrounding homes. 

Perry said the owner has 
provided landscaping to act as 
a buffer between neighbouring 
homes and the business, and 
fencing to prevent the opera¬ 
tion of the business from 
encroaching on the orchard. 
Enns has also added steel stor¬ 
age containers to meet fire code 
requirements 

Perry added that service will 
run on Monday to Friday from 
8 to 5 p.m. and Saturday from 8 
to 12 p.m. 

After listening to both Perry 
and King, councillors voted 
against the zoning bylaw 
amendment and site plan con¬ 
trol agreement for the property 
during a committee-of-the- 
whole meeting because of con¬ 
cerns about the types of storage 
bins and the number of tires on 
the property. 

The discussion about the 
expansion of Enns Tire and 
Battery will continue during 
next week's council meeting.

Jim Alexander and Rick 
Meloen have a vision for 
Queen Street. 

And that vision involves 
a flag that represents 
Niagara-on-the-Lake dur¬ 
ing the upcoming bicen¬ 
tennial celebrations. 

The members of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 1812 
Bicentennial Committee 
attended Monday night’s 
committee-of-the-whole 
meeting to ask councillors 
for permission to fly the 
newly designed flag in the 
Old Town. 

If councillors approve 
the request at next 
Monday’s council meeting, 
the bicentennial flag will 
be flown along side the 
Canadian flag and the 
Union Jack on three con¬ 
crete poles in the Old 
Town. 

During the re-enact¬ 
ment of the American 
Occupation scheduled for 
next year as part of the cel¬ 
ebrations, a period 
American flag will replace 
the Union Jack. The 
American flag will com¬ 
memorate the invasion of 
American soldiers that 
took place for six-and-a- 
half months during the 
War of 1812. 

The design of the flag 
Alexander and Meloen 
want flying on Queen Street 
features a soldier, with the 
words Niagara-on-the- 
Lake and the years 1812 
and 2012. 

Alexander said the idea 
for the flag has been in the 
works for about a year and 
it will match a similar flag 
that will fly in Queenston. 

Five designs were pre¬ 
sented to the bicentennial 
committee for approval 
and once it was chosen, 


the final design of the flag 
was submitted to the 
Municipal Heritage 
Committee. 

Heritage committee 
members said the design is 
more consistent for use as 
a banner rather than a flag 
because of the lettering, 
said Alexander. 

He told councillors the 
heritage committee rec¬ 
ommended the design be 
flown as a banner because 
if it was seen from the back, 
the words Niagara-on-the- 
Lake would be seen back¬ 
wards. 

Barbara Weins, princi¬ 
pal planner, explained that 
flags are typically supposed 
to be the same on both 
sides, and that the heritage 
committee deemed the 
design as "not really a true 
flag" because of the letter¬ 
ing. 

But, Alexander told 


councillors he hoped the 
flag could be flown just the 
way it is—as a flag with the 
words Niagara-on-the- 
Lake written across it. 

“I’m asking for permis¬ 
sion to fly three flags on 
Queen Street. We’ve 
worked closely with the 
Friends of Fort George, 
and the Niagara Parks 
Commission who are just a 
few of the organizations 
that have been involved 
and they have all said they 
are all excited about this.” 

Alexander said his hope 
for the bicentennial flag is 
not only to represent the 
town, but also to spark an 
interest in residents and 
tourists, to get them to start 
asking more questions 
about the bicentennial and 
to get them involved. 

“The idea is just to get 
the message about the 
bicentennial across.”
